Deceased was a bachelor, about 5o years 
old. A Cracked Glass and Its Effects. 
San Francisco, November 24th.—About 
9 o'clock this m orning twenty men were 
engaged in placing in position a large pane 
of glass in the store adjoining the one that 
O'Urien is to occupy in M urphy, Grant ic 
Co.’s new building. The glass, 12 feet 8 
inches by 13 feet 0 inches, bad been inserted 
in the frame, but inclining a little to one 
side, the superintendent inserted a lever to 
lift it and push it sideways. A sharp snap 
startler! the workmen, and a crack in the 
lower part of the glass, two feet in length, 
was seen. The m an who superintended 
the work was inside, and seeing the frac­ 
ture, ran across the street, entered the hall­ 
way of a building and threw him self on 
his face. Being picked up, he pushed men 
aside, and, running to another doorway, 
prostrated him self again. W hen lifted to 
his feet it was found that he had not 
strength to stand. H e was supported to a 
chair, hut seemed unconscious of Ins sur­ 
roundings. It is supposed that the shock 
unsettled his nerves and bewildered his 
m ind. The pane of glass cost $1,100, and 
it will take some weeks to replace it. The 
glacs rested against a lining of lead in the 
sash frame. Architects think that the lin­ 
ing used for large ¡dates should he of rub­ 
ber, as it yields more readily than lead. 
•San Francisco Money M arket. 
San F rancisco. November 24th.—The 
banks are well supplied with coin and the 
demand for business purposes is rpfite light. 
W heat borrowers have been generally ac­ 
commodated, and there is now considerable 
money tied up in that way, very little of 
which is expected to come out until after 
the turn of the year. This slow movement 
is going to make ready money a little hard­ 
er to get in the next thirty or forty days. 
The taxes in this county are now in process 
ot collection, the first’ payments having 
been made about a week ago. 
There is 
some $4,000,000 to collect by the last Mon­ 
day in December. There are only twenty- 
two secular days in which to collect this 
money after to-day, and prom pt and liberal 
payments will be necessary to gather that 
sum . This money will be temporarily 
withdrawn from the m any pockets and 
vaults in which it may now'be found, and 
put in the vaults of the city, to come out 
after the turn of the year iu sm all sums in 
paym ent of supplies and salaries. In the 
m eantim e we may expect that rates lately 
current will be easily maintained.

The Chinese Question iu San Jose, 
San J ose. November 24th.—1The M ayor 
and Common Council met this evening to 
consider the ordinances prepared by the 
Anti-Coolie League, and approved by the 
City Attorney and the Ordinance Commit­ 
tee of the Common Council. Two ordi­ 
nances were adopted, one of them relating 
So the sale of opium. It provides that it 
shail be unlawful for any person to sell or 
give away any smoking opium , except for 
scientific pur¡>ose» or medical purposes, on 
the prescription of a practicing physi­ 
cian, without iiaving a license, the 
price 
for 
which 
shall he $5 per 
m onth. 
The penalty for a violation 
of the ordinance is $HJ0 line or thirty days’ 
im prisonm ent in the city prison. The other 
ordinance provides that it shall be unlaw ­ 
ful tor any person to establish or main tain a 
laundry within tlie corporate lim its of San 
Jose, without first having obtained the con­ 
sent o; the Mayor and Common Council, 
except the same he in a brick or stone 
building. Section 2 provides that all budd­ 
ings used as laundries in said city shall be 
constructed ol but one story in liight. ot 
brick or stone walls, not less than twelve 
inches in thickness, and provided with a 
metal roof and metal-covered doors and 
window shutters. Section 3 provides that 
it 
siiail 
he 
unlawful 
to 
erect 
any scaffolding, or posts, or racks, with 
ropes, win's or slats attached, on the roof 
of any building, w ithout the consent of the 
Mayor ar.d Common Conned. 
The peti­ 
tioner for such permission must state what 
use he intends to m ake of such scaffolding 
or other erection, and the same shall not 
be used for any but tin* state*! purpose. 
This section is not to apply to buildings in 
course of erection or repair. Section 4 pro­ 
vides that no person employed in a laundry 
shall wash or iron clothes between the 
hours ol 10 p. m . and t» a . r.t, nor on any 
portion of Sunday. The punishm ent fiir 
violating this ordinance is -Slot) fine, o 
thirty days in the city prison.

OREGON’S NEW SENATOR. 


He Dctines His I’ositiun Regarding o th er 
Parties. 
Portland Oregonian, November lath, j 
In the adiiress of Senator Mitchell before 
the joint convention of the Oregon Legis­ 
lature on the day of his election he said, 
alter expressing his high appreciation of 
the honor done in his election : 
"Gentlemen, I am a Republican, although 
elected in part to-day by the votes of Dem­ 
ocrats who have the honor of holding n 
seat in this body. If i supposed for one 
moment that any Democratic represent­ 
ative on this fioor had cast his vote for me 
under the impression that it would have 
the effect of changing me from a Republi­ 
can to a Democrat, of course I would not 
teel complimented ; but I have every reason 
to know that no gentleman, no member of 
the Democratic party, cast his vote for me 
under any such impression. It is due. 
however, that 1 should state that I recog­ 
nize the fact, and 1 ant now about to pro­ 
claim from the housetop that which I have 
ever proclaimed in Hie secret < haruber. 1 
recognize the fact that at the late national 
election the Democratic ¡.arty prevailed 
and elected a Democratic President, and 
what I have to say is this, that I shall not 
conceive it to bea part of my dutv as a Sen­ 
ator to goto Washington and make factions 
opposition to the administration now in 
power. The nominations of the President 
of the United States, if they are worthy 
men, shall receive my vote'for confirma­ 
tion. unless there is an attempt on the part 
of the President ot the United States to 
make appointments that will impugn upon 
any tenure of office, and should he do so, 
then I would oppose the President of the 
United States. 
" Now, Mr. President, I know that this is 
neither the tinte nor the place for extended 
remarks, and I will only add that 1 realize 
the greatresponsibtlity that has been placed 
upon me. I realize that I can onlv in part 
discharge the great debt that 1 owe to the 
State ot Oregon by laboring earnestly, faith­ 
fully and devotedly lor the promotion of 
what I may conceive to be the best interests 
of this great and growing State, i conceive 
it to be m y duty to labor for the improve­ 
m ent of our rivers and harbors. 
1 shall 
labor for the improvement of the m onth of 
the Columbia river, for the construction 
and completion of the Cascade canal arid 
locks, and for some means of transporta­ 
tion around the Dalles. I shall conceive it 
to be m y duty to do all in my power to aid 
the harbor of Yaquina, and at Coos Bay. 
and the Coqutlle river, and the Yamhill 
river, and the W illamette river, and all the 
water ways of onr country. I am bound 
up to no corporation and to no money 
power. I stand ready and willing and de­ 
term ined to represent what I conceive to 
be a consultation with the people of this 
State—their truest and best interests. 
1 
shall, among other things, conceive it to be 
m y duty to labor for the forfeiture of the 
land grant from W allula to Portland of the 
North Pacific Railroad. I shall labor to 
that emi with all the power I command, by 
virtue of the position I hold. So far as the 
land grant through this State is concerned, 
I am not sure what I may do in regard to 
that. I am rather inclined to think that 
it would not be for the best interests of 
this State to disturb that, because we desire 
the construction of the road through to 
California."

It means the higher edu­ 
cation of the youth of California at home, 
and the attraction to rhis fair land of the 
wealth ami culture upon which great insti­ 
tutions of learning act as a magnet.—

Senator Stanford and wife have united 
in m aking to tire present and coming gen­ 
erations of California youth one of the 
m ost magnificent bequests ever made in 
any country in the world—real estate and 
other property to the value of $3,000,000 
to found and endow a great university at 
Falo Alto. This sum is much greater than 
tlie aggregate am ount of property owned 
by several of the leading and oldest col­ 
leges and universities in tire East.—[Visalia 
Delta.

Rectify the river channel, compel it to do 
its duty, and stop the descent of the matter 
into it that gives the rivera greater burden 
to carry than is its due. 
Mow shall this be 
done? 
By perpetually 
enjoining hy­ 
draulic mining,.and all devices to carry on 
that industry to the injury of the stream, 
and at the same time to apply engineering 
skill to the preventiou of the descent of 
the matter already lie-low the mines. Boos 
this mean dams? 
It means whatever en­ 
gineering science, s e ll as the Government 
ohall call to its aid, may determine ought 
to lie done, after the injunction has been 
laid upon the system of hydraulic mining, 
coupled with the distinct mandate that in 
no form whatever shall it ever he renewed.

T h e S e c re ta r y o f th e I n te r io r on P la c e r 
M in es. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 24th.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Interior has rendered an im ­ 
portant decision not yet 
promulgated, 
declaring iilegal and void the famous circu­ 
lar issued by Secretary Teller, relative to 
placer claims, dated September 22, 1882, 
and the amendment of Section 8 thereof, 
dated December 9th, of the same year. 
He 
decides, first, the area which may be em­ 
braced in a placer application is not limited; 
and second, that an expenditure of $500 
upon a claim applied for, whether the same 
embraces one or more locations, entitles 
the applicant to patent. The case came up 
011 appeal from an adverse decision argued 
by E. 0. Ford, before General Sparks, Com­ 
missioner of the General Land Office, in 
the matter of the application of the Good 
Return Mining Company, located in Placer 
county, California. That a clear under­ 
standing 
may 
be had as to the im­ 
portance of and the radical changes made 
bv this decision, it is necessary to publish 
herewith those portions of the circulars 
affected. Paragraph No. 8 of the original 
circular reads as follows : “ No application 
by an association of persons for patent to a 
placer claim will he allowed to embrace 
more than 160 acres, nor will any applica­ 
tion he entertained that embraces more 
than one location.” The amended and ex­ 
planatory circular of December 9th reads as 
follows; “ No application by an association 
of persons lor (latent to a placer claim will 
be allowed to embrace more than 160 acres, 
and not less than $500 worth of work must 
he shown to have been expended upon or 
for the benefit of each separate location 
embraced in such application. 
If an indi- 
idual becomes the purchaser and possessor 
of several separate claims of 20 acres each 
or less, he may he permitted to include in 
Ins application for ¡latent any number of 
such claims contiguous to each other, not 
exceeding the aggregate 160 acres, but upon 
or for the benefit of the original claim or 
location so embraced, lie or his grantors 
must have expended the sum of $500 in 
improvements.”

ent visited the California freight offices this 
morning and lound that the principal topic 
of conversation among the members of the 
Transcontinental Association was whether 
the contract system would be renewed at 
the next meeting of the pool. 
It is claimed 
that the amount of business done by the 
Association during the past year does not 
compare favorably with the’ year before, 
when the contract was in force. Clipper 
freights have not had a busier season in a 
number of years, showing that freight has 
been diverted around the Horn. 
Open 
rates 
this 
year 
were 
even 
lower 
than 
those 
prevailing 
under 
the 
contract 
system, 
but 
the 
increase 
of freight did not follow, as was expected. 
The rate on dry goods in 18S4 was $5. This 
year it has been as low as $4 28. hut ship­ 
ments were fully one-third smaller to the 
Pacific coast than in 1884. Large quantities 
of iron, now being sent by clippers, form­ 
erly went by rail; but shippers can make 
the water voyage for $8 a ton. whereas it 
coste them about $23 per ton by rail. The 
only advantage accruing to tlic overland 
routes by the non-fulfillment of the contract 
system lias been rates on the lowest class of 
business, which this year paid very well at 
this end of the line. It is not thought by 
any railroad people that the pool will dis­ 
solve. It is generally believed that a higher 
percentage will lie awarded the Southern 
Pacific. 011 account of their recent connec­ 
tion. The disbanding of the California As­ 
sociation lias had no effect on east-bound 
passenger rates yet. though dispatches from 
San Francisco predicted a general demoral­ 
ization. 
T h e M a rin e B a n k C a se. 


N e w Y o r k , November24th.—This morn­ 
ing William S. Warner and J. Henry Work 
appeared before Judge Brown and asked 
what amount of hail would be required in 
their case. Judge Brown fixed the bail at 
$.30,000. Both defendants appeared before 
Commissioner Shields and gave bonds in 
the sum of $60.000, fir double the amount 
required. The sureties are Frank Work 
and John C. Work, uncle and lather of J. 
Henry Work. The proceedings pending 
before Commissioner Shields were dis­ 
missed. Following is the indictment sub­ 
stantially as found against the defendants : 
That Ferdinand Ward, on May 3, 1884, was 
a Director of the Marine Bank, and while 
acting as such, with intent to defraud, 
he with Win. S. Warner, James H. Work and 
divers other persons, to the jury as yet un­ 
known, did misapply the sum of $70,336. 75 
as follows : That he (Ward), by reason of a 
check, did direct the payment to W. S. 
Warner of the sum of $81,000, which was not 
then on deposit, nor in any way secured, 
but was drawn so that Win. S. Warner. 
Janies H. Work and others should draw 
the sum of $70,336 75 front the Marine 
Bank, and that Warner and Work were 
present, and aided and abetted Ward to 
commit this offense. The second count of 
the indictment is the same as the forego­ 
ing, save that Ward is charged with ‘'ab­ 
stracting" instead 
of misapplying the 
funds of the bank. The third and fourth 
counts arc the same as the first and second, 
'except that they refer to a different cheek 
for $71,800. The fifth, sixth, seventh and 
eighth counts are the same as the first, sec­ 
ond, third and fonrth counts, except that 
they charge the intent to have been to de­ 
fraud Ulysses S. Grant. 
The document 
covers nine pages of closely written and 
printed matter, and at the end of the in­ 
dictment the name of William Dorsheimer. 
United States District Attorney, appears. 
The bonds of Work and lVamcr are made 
returnable on the second Wednesday of 
December next. The penalty, in case of 
conviction, is a term of from live to ten 
Years iu the State Prison.

THE KING'S ILLNESS. 
London, November 24ih.—Alfonso first 
showed some signs of catarrhal fever ¡11 the 
spring of last year, and during four weeks 
was ailing, but not a single day was lie ill 
In the summer of 1884 he took the waters 
of Bateln, in the Basque Province of 
Guipzooa, with such complete success that 
he passed a good winter, and resumed his 
life and habits of hunting, shooting, rid­ 
ing. assisting at military maneuvers and 
reviews, and, above all, being unceasing ii 
his attention to state and military affairs 
This summer, at one time, the royal phy­ 
sicians thought of recommending his Ma­ 
jesty to take a second water course at 
Bateln, but in the same way that he had 
so gallantly braved the cholera in Madrid 
anu Aranjuez, King Alfonso declined to go 
to Bateln. 
When 
the King returned 
to Madrid on account of the Carolines 
atlair, be displayed a coolness and determi­ 
nation that went a great way to avert 
serious conflict, but he felt, it seems, deeply 
the painful and cruel position in which 
Germany had unknowingly placed him 
Just about the same lime lie caught cold 
one day in Casa dc Campo, the royal resi­ 
dence outside of Madrid, where he was 
trying some young horses with Duk 
Discxto, his Lord Chamberlain. Since the 
middle of September the King has suffered 
first from a return of his old catarrhal 
fever, and then from indigestion and diar 
rh(ea. 
He was laid up for about three 
weeks, and his physician. Dr. Camisón, for 
bade him presiding at the Council of Min 
istera for that period. 
King Alfonso, how 
ever, which his usual tenacity in the dis­ 
charge of his duties, retarded his recovery 
and insisted upon receiving his Minis­ 
ters and other distinguished persons in 
his room 
at 
the palace. 
Dr. Canii 
son successfully stopped 
his catarrhal 
fever, and his Majesty speedily became 
so far convalescent as to preside at tlic 
Cabinet Council. 
A few weeks ago, to dis 
pel all doubts as to his recovery, the King 
drove in a close carriage, witli Queen Chris­ 
tine. throngh the principal streets of Mad 
rid to t lie Áetocha Church and the Retiro, 
The King looked pale, and a little thinner. 
Dr. Camisón and the royal surgeons then 
said that King Alfonso’s’ health inspired 
them with 110 apprehension whatever, if 
his Majesty would only consent to take care 
of himself, and, for instance, spend, as lie 
did last year with good results, a month at 
the royal hunting seat of E l Pardo, near 
Madrid. The King, however, again failed 
to take the advice of his physicians. 


NOT DEAD, BUT SERIOUSLY ILL. 


L o n d o n , November 25tli—a. m.—The re­ 
port of the death of King Alfonso created 
a great sensation here. 
Later advices from 
Madrid, however, state that the King is not 
dead, but is seriously iil. Eight physicians 
are in attendance upon his Majesty at El 
Pardo.

Besides the routine business of examin­ 
ing and auditing the monthly bills for sup­ 
plies and salaries ($7,946 and $2,680) the 
Directors received 
tlic report of A. J. 
Hopper, expert, who has been at work on 
the books and accounts for the past month. 
Mr. Hopper reported the books to be in 
admirable order, clearly showing every 
transaction, with vouchers on file. 
The application of a prisoner, John R. 
Franklin, for Executive clemency, was 
taken up under suspension of the rules, 
and after hearing the representatives ot the 
petitioner (Mr. Melutire. of Napa, Mr. 
Watters and Mr. Rose), further considera­ 
tion was postponed until January, when 
he case will be reported on by Directors 
Boggs and Devlin. 
The action of the Board in taking off 
thirijrdays credits from Robert Rae ( "Rebel 
George”) was reconsidered, and the credits 
were restored. 
Y\ arden McC'omb reported 586 prisoners 
on hand at date, the health of the prisoners 
remarkably good, the discipline perfect, 
and work progressing satisfactorily.

Uio V ista at 2 a. m. yesterday, in leaving 
her .anding, ran against and sank a ves­ 
sel w hich was tied up to th e w harf. Those 
on the steam er were unable to see w hat 
kin.: oi a vessel it was, or w hether anyone 
was on board or not, as th e boat im m edi­ 
ately Eank ou t o f sight. 
Tlie Modoc was 
stopped, boats lowered, and everything 
done to rescue anyone from drow ning that 
m ig h t be found struggling in th e water. 
A fter considerable search no one was ob­ 
served, and it was decided th at if anyone 
was aboard they had found a sudden and 
w atery grave. 
On the arrival o f th e Mo­ 
doc at Sacram ento Captain F o u ratt re­ 
ceived the following telegram from M. 
C hristensen, the com pany’s agent at Uio 
V "-ia . 
It was tiie steam er Margie that 
got wrecked. T here was no one on board.' 
Captain F o u ratt says the accident would 
not have happened had those in charge of 
the M argie had out th eir lights. 
T he night 
wa? dark, ami those upon th e Modoc were 
unaw are o f the 
presence t>f the little 
steam er until she was struck by the large 
vessel and sent im m ediately to the bottom . 
! h M argie at one tim e belonged to the 
State, and was used by the State Engineer, 
Colonel H am H all, in m aking a survey of 
th e bays and rivers. 
She was a propeller, 
strongly built, very speedy, had a length of 
tw enty-eight feet and a twelve-foot beam. 
H er capacity was about ten tons. 
She was 
sold by the State to J . H . Carroll, of this 
ritv. w ho em ployed her in carrying fruit 
and salm on from th e lower Sacram ento to 
th e cannery in this city. 
F o r several 
m onths past she was in service at the Navy 
ard a t M are Island, carrying w orkm en 
from th e island to the different h ulks in the 
bay. 
A few weeks ago M. Bryte purchased 
the little steam er, in ten d in g 'to use it in 
carrying m ilk from th e A shland Dairy, 
w hich is located a few m iles above W ash­ 
ington, on the Yolo side, to this citv. 
On 
M onday Mr. B ryte and a few others'took a 
ru n d o w n to Kio Vista. A t the end o f the 
w h arf w here the accident occurred there is 
a i' n th . upon which the w ater is com ­ 
paratively shallow , but ju st beyond th e

On T hursday last Jo h n Eckley. a llkvear- 
old boy w ho lives at Eckley station, about 
one m ile this side of V allejo junction, 
swallowed a jack-knife with the blade open, 
m ention of w hich was m ade in F riday’s 
Rucop.ri-U n io n . H 8 was im m ediately taken 
to San Francisco and placed under charge 
of a physician, and, as the knife was in his 
stom ach, the case was considered of a m ost 
serious nature. 
AV. II. H . W illey, W ells, 
Fargo it Co.’s agent between this city and 
San Francisco, was a particular friend of 
the unfortunate lad, and wrote ids parents 
for his address, so th at he could call and 
see him . 
Y esterday m orning lie received 
the follow ing note : “ Jo h n n y is at Dr. C. 
B. H u tch in s’, 617 B ush street. 
T he doctor 
th in k s he will get all right. H e expects the 
knife soon.” 
Mr. W illey, about noon yes­ 
terday, called 
at 
the 
doctor’s 
office 
and 
saw 
bis 
friend 
sitting 
upon 
the sofa. 
H e greeted him w ith, “ H al­ 
loo, Jo h n n y ; bow s the knife ?” 
“ Oh, 
th e knife's all right,” replied young E ck­ 
ley ; “ I have it here in m y pocket. Do you 
w ish to see it? ” 
and reaching into his 
pocket, brought forth a sm all pearl-handled 
pocketknife, w hich, w ith the blade ex­ 
tended, m easured three and three-eighth 
inches in length. 
“ I am all right n o w ; 
have had considerable pain, and was al­ 
m ost scared to death.” 
T he knife was 
passed over to Mr. W illey for inspection. 
T he steel in the back and th e blade had 
changed to a dark-blue color, and the pearl 
handle had been eaten off one-lialf by the 
action of the gastric juices of the stom ach, 
th e rivets projecting about the thirty-second 
part of an inch. 
“ I'll tell you now how

1 p ut the blade in first, but I 
could not close m y lips w ithout m aking it 
prick m y tonsils. 
1 took it out and put 
the handle in first, and then holding the 
point of the blade betw een m y teeth,closed 
m y lips, and the feat was perform ed. 
1 
ju st then swallowed, and ‘ presto, change,’ 
the knife w ent dow n m y throat. 
I could 
reach the point of the blade, but could not 
extricate it, and another swallow sent it 
into m y stom ach. 
It's all right now . 
It 
w ent down handle first, and cam e out 
point first; but it's out now, and I don’t 
propose follow ing the business of a juggler 
any more. 
No pocket knife everg'ets above 
m y lower lip again. 
In fact, I don’t th in k 
jack-knives were m ade lo swallow, any 
how .” 
Mr. W illey asked him how he hail 
been operated upon, w hen Jo h n n y replied,

W ixom , the father of E m m a Nevada. The 
goods for w hich paym ent is dem anded 
were sold Decem ber 24, 1876, but as the de­ 
fendant has since been out of the State the 
statute of lim itation does not apply.

T his cem ent is 
so bar»! that the gold cannot be extracted 
from it till it is run through a m ill.

pieces of it weighing from one to five 
jio n n d s can be picked up in the flume after 
th e gravel has been w ashed up. Some of 
th is cem ent was assayed recently and was 
found to contain as high as $G6 to the ton. 
T here is no doubt that with a proper m ill­ 
ing process this cem ent could be m ade to 
pay the expense of w orking these mines, 
leaving the rich yield from the gravel as a 
profit to th e fortunate ow ners.
